Dear Mr. Davis; 


I must have misunderstood you. When I talked on the phone about two weeks 
ago, I thought you said you had sent my book the previous Monday. Maybe 
you meant the next Monday, and are waiting for the other notes I have about 
relatives, At any rate, it has not arrived. 


The first page and a half of notes are about the Brunet-Deshayes couple. 
As you can see I really have no proof that the people in Biloxi are the 
ones that ended up in Illinois country. 


I could have sworn I had a note that Brunet was “in the service of the king" 
and I just>found. it. So, maybe the Canadian Bourbonniere at Biloxi on May 
25, 1700 MAY have been my Jean Baptiste, At any rate, my Jean was born 

6 April 1673, was married around 1704 at Biloxi; listed in 1706 in LA census 
"in the pay of the king” and had a child by this time. He was in Kaskaskia 
by 23 Oct. 17123 listed as 2nd Lt. in Kaskaskia Militia in 1724; died after 
1752. 


I suspect the daughter Elisabeth might have been the child in 1706, or 
there may have been others who died. 


' If you could find a marriage record for this couple, a baptismal record 


of Elisabeth and/or other children, or burial records of same. Even if 


) you find a marriage record, I do not know if her parents would be named 


or not. 


Page 3 describes some other persons who were ancestors of mine and who 
spent time in Natchitoches and/or New Orleans. The people who researched 
this seem to have done well. 


To the bottom half of the page: I am assuming you have published sources 

that have not been available to me. If you could find a record of the

Jean Baptiste JANIS, b. 18 Sept. 1759 in Kaskaskia; married 12 Dec. 1783 
at Prairie du Rocher; died 22 Oct. 1836 at Ste. Genevieve, MO. Served 
as Ensign with George Rogers Clark in Army of Virginia, during Revolu- 
tionary War - in fact, carrying the flag, under fire, at the battle of 
Vincennes. [Clark had captured the French at Kaskaskia without problems. ) 

& 

Marie Reine Julia Barbeau, born March, 1763 in Kaskaskia; died 2 Feb. 
1814 at Ste. Genevieve, MO. Mother of eight children. 


The Barbeau relationships are hard to unravel. However the marriage record 

for Reine and Jean Baptiste Janis on 4 Sept. 1781, states that she is the 
daughter if Jean Baptiste Barbeau, captain of militia, and commandant & magistrate 
of the County of IL (St. Claire county). I am sure he came up the river, 

and one record I found said that (marriage of his son, Jean Baptiste Barbeau) 
(Reine's father) in 1746, he was the son of Jean Baptiste Barbeau and Silvie 
LeMoine (or Marne") (OR...was this the father marrying again???) 

Another record in the same Register (Kaskaskia)states that Jean Baptiste Barbeau 
son of the late Baptiste Barbeau and ......living then in New Orleans, in 1748 
married Jeanne LeGras.
